O., Dec. 2«.—Here s 
bow money that you pay In sales 
tax will reach the state treasury: 
The state treasurer receives the 
prepaid tax receipts from the print­ 
ers and distributee them to the 
various county treasurers and such 
other county agents as he may ap­ 
point in any county. 
Merchants obtain their supply of 
receipts from the county treasurer* 
or the other county agents, paying 
ra*h for them. The merchant then 
reimburse* 
himself by collecting 
the tax in pennies and dollars from 
his customers. 
The 
county 
treasurers 
and 
county agents have to turn into the 
■tate treasury on the first business 
day of each week the money which 
they have received for the receipts. 
Under 
this 
arrangement, 
the 
merchant actually pays the sales 
tax to the state from his own funds, 
Th* taxes paid by the purchaser 
go to the merchant to reimburse 
him for the tax which he already 
has paid. 
County 
treasurers and county 
agents are permitted to retain one-

Italy was brought Into 
the W'orld war by 
a 
secret promise of 
Abyssinian territory. After the war, France 
tried to seise control. 
Great Brit; in cher­ 
isher its sphere of economic Influence In 
the state. 
Italy never has elven up hope 
of becoming master of Abyssinia. 
There may, however, be som ething more 
than commerce entailed In Japan s Interest 
In one of the few unpossessed pieces of Af­ 
rican territory. It is suggested that Japan a 
real purpose Is to make a counter-attack on 
European activities In the far east.

Tobacco Follow* Cotton 
Th# referendum of tobacco growers under 
term* of the Kerr-Smith bill has produced 
the expected results. 
Growers are willing 
to cont inn# present restrictions on tobacco; 
their reaeons are the same as those which 
caused cotton growers to vote 9 to I for 
continuance of the Bankhead act, which re­ 
stricts production of cotton. 
The Kerr-Smith bill provided an ad valo­ 
rem tax of 33 
1-3 per rent on sales of to­ 
bacco by growers. 
Those Joining in volun­ 
tary plans of crop restriction are given tax- 
payment warrants for the am ount of their 
production warrants. 
Growers who do not 
cooperate do not ret cive 
such 
warrants, 
and h nee must pay the tax themselves. 
Secretary Walluce in his annual report 
for 1934 disclosed that the tobacco crop was 
reduced 30 per cent and was shout as far 
below the level of world consumption as 
the 1933 (lop was above that level. 
Grow­ 
ers received 
in 
1934 
about $207,000,000, 
which with almost twice as much as they re­ 
ceived in 1933 and not much below the 
average for the la#t lo years. 
It is plain iii consideration of such figures 
why 
th. 
referendum on tho Kerr-Smith 
lav was favorable to continuance. As Wal­ 
ter Lippmann pointed out a few daya ago, 
it was a vote by Insiders on the question of 
preserving their own interests. 
If grocery 
store owners could vote on the question of 
preventing any increase in the num ber of 
outlets, naturally they would decide In their 
own favor. 
Thin is part of the economy of scarcity 
which to many discerning critics represents 
an unum in) concession to the theory that 
capitalism can be saved by jacking up price 
structures, 
it h a s been indorsed by those 
who benefit from it immediately. W hether 
it will be given the indorsement of a nation 
after a reasonable period of trial I# m other 
matter. 
Creation of scarcity, In defiance 
of nature, has not been an appealing idea 
in a nation which haa been proud of the 
abundance of IU resource*.

Not Hard To Believe 
W hatever law yers 
may 
and 
may 
not 
prove about John Dilllnger’s escape from 
tb s Crown Point, Ind.. jail, the theory of 
bribery sounds plausible to the public. 
It 
wa* Introduced almost as soon as news of 
Dlllinger's wooden-gun escape from the jail 
began to circulate. 
Probably the year'# best 
story was the hoax which Dillinger used t° 
get free, but there were many holes In It. 
No one ever understood how a notorious 
criminal could whittle a wooden nun without 
being detected by the guards who had been 
posted for the Spar if ic purpose of prevent­ 
ing 
everything 
Irregular. 
Most 
people 
didn’t try to understand; 
they concluded 
th a t the guard* either were too stupid to 
see the possibilities of jhe wooden gun, In 
which case they 
never 
would have been 
fooled by It, or simply didn’t w ant to see 
the gun until the proper time came. 
A criminal with money, held in Jail and 
faced with a trial 
for 
murder, 
probably 
would try to use his money. 
On the other 
hand, a jail employe with a notorious crim i­ 
nal in his charge wouldn't want to face the 
blame for letting his prisoner escape. 
An 
Impromptu dram a might enable the criminal 
to use his money advantageously without 
bringing sham e to the jailer. A wooden gun 
easily might be hit upon aw an tttcelleiit 
piece of property for such a drama. 
It’s possible the record never will show 
that John Dillinger used anything but 
a 
wooden fun to escape from Crown Point. 
At the sam e time It's better th an a (safe 
bet that the story which will tell the next 
generation about one of this generation's 
most notorious outlaws will make prominent 
mention of bribery. 


Almost Too Certain 
Sen. Huey Long may be thw arted in his 
ambition to become president of th# United 
States. 
But he ha* come closer to the m ark 
already thau many 
an energetic political 
striver. 
The New York Times, nearly al­ 
ways cautious, recently gave him almost a 
column of space on Its editorial page. 
Rather, It has given almost a column et 
•pace to discussing reasons why Huey Lout 
could not be a suitable presidential candi­ 
date and will not be any kind of a presi­ 
dential candidate.
